10. a coordinator of emergency preparedness, disaster operations and relief 
| activities. 
11. by statute, supported from funds appropriated by county public officials. 
| 12. designed to assist local governmental leaders, elected and appointed, dur- 
ing any emergency. 
| 13. the adaptation and utilization of existing community resources during an 
emergency. 
14. the augnentation of community resources with personnel and materials dur- 
| ing an emergency. 
15. designed to meet tho anticip:ted needs of each county. 
| 16. changed from a planning agency to a coordinating agency when a disaster 
oceurs. 
| 17. operational emergency preparedness. 
18. under the direction of a civil defense director who is responsible to the 
| chairman of the County Civil Defense Advisory Council. 
19. implemented by the civil defense Director. 
| 20. dependent upon you, as community leaders, for support.
